Ohio Returns

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Nearly 
$68 miUion in 1976 state income tax 
refunds have been mailed to taxpayers 
so far this year, according to State 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson. 
The checks were sent to more than 
two miUion Ohioans. The total is more 
than $3 miUion more than 
was 
refunded all last year, Ferguson said. 
The average check was $28.46, as 
compared to last year’s average of 
mu.

Charles Percy, ranking Republican on 
the committee. 
“I deeply regret that Sen. Percy saw 
fit to act in this regrettable matter in 
making a charge which has no merit 
whatsoever,” he said. 
He said checks numbered 919 
through 921 in his checkbook were 
dated prior to checks 917 and 918 
because the smaller numbered checks 
had been removed from the book while

He recalled that Lance 
received “the highest honor" a United 
Methodist can receive when he was 
elected to the church’s General Con­ 
ference. 
Ii. Gov. Zell Miller, who shared a 
double desk with Lance in grammar 
school, accused the news media of 
distorting the Lance affair. He denied 
a statement in an article in a national 
magazine that quoted him as saying 
Lance was a poor arithmetic student. 
“ Powerful and ruthless forces” — 
whom he later identified as the federal 
bureaucracy — have attacked Lance, 
Miller said. 
“To say that Bert Lance has done 
something wrong does not make it so,” 
he said.

government put 10,000 police and 
troops on full alert today to hunt for a 
new left-wing terrorist group that 
claimed responsibility for the worst 
rash of bomb explosions in Mexico in 
decades. 
Police said 23 blasts injured five 
persons and did an estimated $20 
million worth of damage in Mexico 
City, Guadalajara and Oaxaca bet­ 
ween midnight and 3 a.m. Wednesday. 
The police said 17 more homemade 
time bombs were found and disarmed. 
Police squads, detective units and 
special 
anti-guerrilla 
military 
squadrons were making surprise 
searches and manning roadblocks at 
numerous points in the country. One 
unofficial report said 13 suspects had 
been arrested and taken to a military 
compound outside Mexico City. 
Leaflets signed by the Union of the 
People, an organization not heard of 
previously, said it was responsible for 
the bombs. It called other left-wing 
terrorist groups “chicken” and vowted 
to bring “ Lenin’s revolution” to 
Mexico to stop “ unemployment, 
hunger and exploitation imposed on 
the people by the dominant class.” 
Lawyer Jose Rojo Colorado, who 
defends accused leftist terrorists, told 
newsmen in Oaxaca that the Union 
was founded in that city and had its 
headquarters there. He said the 
bombings were in retaliation for 
recent arrests of members of the 
Union and other leftist groups.

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) - An 
Air Force plane slammed into a 
mountain and exploded shortly after 
take off, killing all 20 persons aboard, 
military officials said. 
“One big fireball and that was it,” a 
nearby resident said after the crash 
late Wednesday night. 
Air Force crews using flares and 
helicopter spotlights recovered at least 
15 
bodies 
before 
dawn 
today. 
Authorities said they did not know 
whether all of the victims were 
military personnel. 
The four-engine jet crashed near the 
top of Manzano Mountain at 11:45 
p.m., just three minutes after takeoff 
from Kirtland Air Force Base. 
An air traffic controller said he tried 
to warn the pilot the plane was in 
trouble. 
“The first utdication we had he was 
in trouble was when the radar showed 
he was too close to the mountain and 
flying too low,” said the controller. 
“We hit hun on the guard frequency 
and told him to turn right and climb ... 
but he never did,” be said. 
The jet was a communications 
aircraft based at Seymour Johnson Air 
Force Base in Goldsboro, N.C. An Air 
Force spokesman said it was on a 
training mission and was on its way to 
Nellis Air Force Base rn Nevada. 
The EC135, described as a “modified 
707," stopped rn Albuquerque to refuel, 
Ute spokesman said. 
The plane crashed about 8,500 feet up 
Ute Manzano Mountain range, about 
five miles east of the Kirtland runway.

For The 
Fields 


Here is the agriculture weather 
advisory for Ohio privided by the 
National Weather Service: 
Wet weather is headed back toward 
Ohio and it looks like agriculture 
operations will be held up several 
more days. Showers and thun­ 
dershowers will be spreading nor­ 
thward through Ohio today, but will 
gradually end from the south Friday. 
A brief period of fair weather will be 
back Saturday. Another frontal 
passage on Sunday will bring a brief 
chance of showers but by Monday 
partly cloudy and cooler conditions are 
expected. 
FIELD OPERATIONS - Wetting in 
amounts exceeding one inch are quite 
likely across much of Ohio in the next 
24 to 36 hours. This will be sufficient to 
delay field work at least until next 
Monday or Tuesday. Drying will be 
minimal through Friday, good on 
Saturday, slow Sunday then improving 
next week. Some indications suggest a 
warmer and drier weather pattern 
should be developing. 
TREE FRUIT OPERATIONS - 
Recent rains have helped orchards and 
also allowed some additional sizing of 
apples Insect problems are tapering 
off but some leaf hoppers are causing 
some minor defoliation. Some late 
secondary scab is showing up. Ohio 
State University extension fruit 
specialists suggest last spraying of fall 
crop with preharvest sprays for in 
storage diseases. 
The 30-day weather outlook for mid 
September to mid October predicts 
above normal average temperatures. 
Daily maximums will range from the 
mid 60s to mid 70s north, the upper 60s 
to upper 70s central and mainly in 70s 
to low 80s in south. The daily 
minimums drop off fast during this 
period and can be expected to range 
from mid 40s to mid 50s over much of 
the state except a little cooler nor­ 
thwest. Precipitation is expected 
above the median for all of Ohio with 
amounts ranging from 2.5 to 3.0 inches 
typical. Agriculturally additional 
moisture will tend to slow drydown of 
crops and could delay harvest some. 
Soils are now at a much higher 
moisture content than at this time last 
year so some short periods of soft field 
conditions could be possible. Above 
normal temperatures suggest maybe 
several days of time additional to 
mature crops before first freeze occurs 
in October. Good growth conditions for 
forages and wheat establishment are 
indicated.

“Your mind tells your body to 
walk,” he says, simply. ‘‘Why 
shouldn’t it tell you to fly?” 
A graduate of the “ Citizens’ 
Advanced Course” in the technique of 
levitating described the experience 


“I was sitting on a couch meditating 
at the time. I felt a tremendous amount 
of 
energy 
go 
through 
me 
and 
simultaneously I had a vision of my 
spine and my chest being just white 
light and a form in the air some place, 
and then my body moved up and down 
on the couch about three times. I 
thought, ‘Oh, what is this?’ and the 
next experience I had was of hearing 
my body touch the floor. I say 
‘hearing’ because I didn’t feel it until 
after I heard it. It touched down very, 
very softly. There was very little 
feeling of contact. I am told I moved 
about a six-foot distance that first 
time.” 
It is hard to conceive, isn’t it? 
Developing the ability to lift oneself off 
the ground. 
Skeptics abound. Even many of the 
thousands upon thousands of us who 
enlisted in the

Meditation courses, and found them 
£ marvelously 
relaxing 
and 
in­ 
vigorating, may feel the Maharishi 
may be overstepping himself in 
promising we can defy the law of 
gravity. In Los Angeles last week, 
Mary Tyler Moore - one of the early 
students of the TM technique - told me, 
“I’m ashamed of the (TM) movement. 


Do I believe people can be taught to 
levitate? I certainly do not.” 
After talking to Mary, I returned to 
my hotel room and telephoned the 
World Plan Executive Council, 
national 
headquarters 
for 
the 
Maharishi’s TM program. Within 
hours, I was visited by Dr. Barry 
Charles and Kathrin Unger, two young 
advanced meditators who have 
learned the delicate science of 
levitation. They explained, but did not 
demonstrate (“ It’s an extremely 
sensitive practice,” said Ms. Unger, 
not conducive to sudden lift-off in a 
public place) what the program 
means. 
For three years, the practice of 
Transcendental Meditation has been 
spreading around the world. “The 
main goal has always been to establish 
the full potential of human beings,” 
said Dr. Charles. “Maharishi has 
always said that if just one per erat of 
the people in a community practice 
the 
TM 
technique, 
their 
influence 
will 
spread 
and 
improve 
the 
quality 
of 
life 
as a whole.” This theory ap­ 
parently has been statistically proven 
correct in several U.S. communities, 
where crime rates have dropped 
markedly, and health and behavioral 
standards of the people improved. 
Sometimes called “The Maharishi 
Effect” by his followers, the research 
conducted has satisfied everyone 
involved in the movement that “we are 
at the dawn of the Age of Enlighten­ 
ment,” Dr. Charles went on. 
Okay. The spread of the Tran­ 
scendental Meditation technique, plus 
' the medical and scientific research 
that followed and supported it (dozens 
of books have been published on its 
efficacy), was only “Phase I” of the 
Mahariski’s dream of evolving a more 
perfect world. 
“Phase II,” explains Charles, “is a 
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breakthrough. 
. 
Unwilling to stop at 
creating an ideal society, the aim is 
now to create an ideal human being, a 
human being with such “expansion of 
consciousness and deep inner bliss” 
that he or she possesses “supernormal 
abilities.” 
The first of these supernormal 
abilities is the aforementioned 
thought-imposed power to levitate 
oneself off the ground. “This may 
seem surprising to some people, but it 
is not,” says Ms. Unger softly. “Out of 
1,000 students in our first course, 978 
were able to lift off.” (The lessons, 
which require considerably more time 
and money than TM courses, involve 
four to eight weeks of study, in 
residence, at a cost of $250 a week.) 
The next courses toward being an 
“ideal” human are even more mind­ 
boggling. Using formulas developed by 
the Veda, ancient community of Indian 
scholars whose meditative techniques 
were adapted by the Maharishi to form 
his TM program, students will be 
taught: 
—To make themselves invisible; to 
refine intuition into supenormal 
perception of the future. 
At a certain point, one’s suscep­ 
tibility toward believing the seemingly 
impossible becomes blunted. “Oh, 
come on- make ourselves invisible?” 
“Maharishi says the consciousness 
is a field of all possibilities,” sayd Dr. 
Charles Seriously. “The mind can 
perform wonders upon the body. The 
body ceases to reflect light. It absorbs 
light,” Thus, invisibility. 
It is difficult to believe. But scientific 
research is even now being conducted 
which, the M aharishi’s followers 
claim, will show the benefits of these 
Phase II ventures. Will these seeming 
miracles of the mind over body really 
materialize (or dematerialize?) in our 
lifetimes. 
I would love to have the time, and 
money, to find out . . .

I’m 68 and have been suffering with 
arthritis of the hip for many years. I’ve 
read that it’s now possible to replace 
the hip. I want to have it done, but my 
children think it’s not safe at my age. 
Can you tell me more about this 
operation? 
Mr. G.U., Ind. 
Dear Mr. U.: 
I’m certain that your children are 
sympathetic and protective of you. 
However, they are not suffering the in­ 
tense pain that you are. 
Total hip replacement is probably 
one of the most dramatic advances 
made in modern surgery. People with 
long-standing osteoarthritis and severe 
rheumatoid arthritis who suffer severe 
pain, and cannot function in daily ac­ 
tivities, have been given a second life 
by the wonders of this operation. 
At your age, surgery can still be per­ 
formed with great safety if you fall into 
the category of being the “ideal” 
patient for the operation. 
Patients who have gotten little or no 
relief from anti-inflammatory drugs 
are carefully evaluated before such 
surgery is contemplated. Complex X- 
rays of the hip and the hip socket are 
performed. After examination of the 
heart, the lungs, the blood pressure are 
all taken into consideration, the 
general condition et the patient is 
evaluated. 
Once a patient is chosen for the 
operation, the greatest advantages are 
in his favor. Most patients who have 
had total hip replacement with a metal 
hip say that even the immediate post­ 
operative pain is less than the pain 
they had suffered before. 
The results are often spectacular. 
Patients who were formerly in­ 


capacitated, and barely hobbled 
around, after surgery are able to func­ 
tion again at work and within the 
home.

Says Energy 
Plan A Flop 


ASHTABULA, Ohio (AP) - The 
president of the East Ohio Gas Co. said 
Wednesday that President Carter’s 
energy plan is a good first stab at 
setting a natonal energy conservation 
policy. 
But as an energy production policy, 
he said it’s a flop. 
East Ohio president Dudley J. Taw 
spoke at an Industrial Appreciation 
Day dinner in Astabula. 
He said it would take 20,000 people 
and $10.5 billion a year to administer 
Carter’s energy policy. 
Taw said the United States has 
enough “gaseous energy supplies ... to 
last a thousand years,” but it will cost 
money to produce those supplies. 
“If they would allow America’s 
producers to retain all that energy tax 
money to spend on drilling new gas 
wells, we’d have gas coming out of our 
ears,” Taw said. 
“We cannot produce those supplies 
under yesterday’s rules nor at 
yesterday’s prices,” he said. 
Taw called the Carter plan “the 
largest tax bill in history to be imposed 
on the backs of American taxpayers.” 
“Make no mistake about it,” he said. 
“Those taxes will all come out of the 
pocket of the individual taxpayer, for 
the corporations don’t really pay 
taxes; they only collect “hidden” 
taxes for the government from the 
people who pay for the industries’ 
products and services.”

WESTERVILLE. Ohio (AP) - 
Seventy per cent of the female school 
board members in Ohio believe the 
state’s education system channels 
girls and boys into different career 
directions, according to an Ohio School 
Boards Association survey. 
The survey found 73 per cent of the 
women felt this was wrong. 
On other topics the survey found: 89 
per cent of the respondents thought 
girls’ athletics as important as boys’ 
athletics; 66 per cent felt there are no 
important inborn differences in the 
emotional and intellectual capacities 
of males and females, and 47 per cent 
felt the Equal Rights Amendment 
should be ratified.

Gas of Ohio may not charge some self- 
help natural gas customers for 
emergency gas purchases, the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio said 
Wednesday. 
PUCO exempted those, customers 
who use only their own gas or who 
specify their emergency needs in 
advance. 
The commission further ordered 
that the cost of any emergency gas 
purchased by Columbia be allocated 
over the five-month winter heating 
season rather than a full year. 
The modifications were a result of a 
motion for rehearing filed by the Ohio 
Manufacturers 
Association 
and 
Whirlpool Corp. 
The OMA contended that making 
companies which have contracted for 
self-help gas liable for additional 
emergency purchases would un­ 
dermine the self-help Qrfermtt 
Self-help gas is purchase a dirdfctfy 
from the producer, but transmitted to 
the customer through the distribution 
company. 
The changes affect a commission 
order of July 22 which authorized 
Columbia to buy emergency supplies 
without a specific contract in advance 
from each prospective user and to 
allocate the cost among all customers 
in a curtailment class if that group 
benefits from the emergency volumes. 
Wednesday’s PUCO order exempted 
self-help customers who do not use any 
emergency gas purchased by the 
company and established a formula to

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Carter Welfare Reform Problems Outlined 


SEATTLE (AP) - Out here, in a 
day-care center 2,700 miles from the 
White House, welfare expert Willie 
Williams sees a wild card in President 
Carter’s 
complicated 
welfare 
package. 


A seven-year welfare veteran who 
took a job as a day-care counselor and 
worked her way off the dole, Mrs. 
Williams says, “The jobs program will 
be a big help. But the pay is so low, 
people will need welfare anyways. So 
what’s the point?” 


The point, say Carter aides, is to hold 
down costs and to provide an incentive 
for public workers to seek jobs 
elsewhere. In hearings that are 
scheduled to begin this month, ad­ 
ministration officials will try to con­ 


vince Congress that his jobs approach 
will work. 
Subpoverty wages are just one of the 
problems that make the jobs plan 
the most troublesome element of 
Carter’s package of expanded welfare 
coverage, tax refunds and work. 
—Carter wants to move poor people 
out of the welfare system and into 
private jobs, but his program offers 
almost nothing to aid the transition. 
And in many areas, the private jobs 
just don’t exist. 
Labor Secretary Ray Marshall says 
this is the most serious weakness of the 
jobs plan. 
—A huge welfare work force could 
hold down salaries for regular public 
employes doing similar work at higher 
wages. For this reason labor unions

vigorously oppose minimumwage 
welfare jobs. 
—There is a serious danger that 
some government officials will replace 
regular employes, paid from local tax 
receipts, with “bargain basement” 
public service workers paid from the 
welfare fund. The process, Marshall’s 
No. 2 worry, is called “substitution.” 
San Francisco manpower boss 
Eunice Elton says: “If welfare 
workers are of any use at all, there will 
be a tendency to rely on them.” 
—As Mrs. Williams points out, the 
minimum wage won’t allow the 
welfare work force to escape poverty 
without also drawing cash welfare 
benefits—especially in expensive cost- 
of-living areas like New York or 
California. Dependency on welfare will 
continue. 
Typically, a mother or father 
heading a family of four would receive 
benefits of $1,444 to supplement the 
minimum wage of $5,512. 
These are the key problem areas 
that surfaced in discussion with public 
officials, manpower experts, union 
leaders and welfare recipients from 
Seattle to Baltimore, San Francisco to 
New York. 


The work requirement would force 
“employable” recipients to accept a 
job if one is available. 
But where other mandatory work 
plans failed, Carter’s could succeed 
because he 
offers more than 
ultimatums — he also offers jobs. And 
there is a wage incentive for people to 
keep them. 
Says George Washington University 
manpower expert Sar Levitan: “You 
can’t create jobs without spending 
money. You can’t do it without dollar 
signs and zeroes.” 
Carter’s plan has plenty of those: 
8,800,000,000 dollars ($8.8 billion) 
earmarked to pay for the public ser­ 
vice jobs. 
The number of current public ser­ 
vice jobs would be doubled at only a 49 
per cent increase in cost because the 
current program for 725,000 jobs pays 
prevailing wages, usually much higher 
than the minimum. 
Carter’s plan would require an 
estimated seven million people who 
are elibible for welfare to work. Some 
will find low-paying, nongovernment 
jobs and will receive income aid from 
the government. But the economy 
doesn’t absorb everyone who wants to 
work, and the public service jobs are 
planned to take up the slack. 
Work requirements are attractive to 
many taxpayers who support the 
costly welfare system, but experts 
agree that jobs — not required par­ 
ticipation — are what’s needed to 
make the work plan succeed. 
Study after study indicates that poor 
Americans want to work as much as 
the rest of us. Moat, recently the 10- 
year University of Michigan survey — 
“5,000 American families: A study in 
Economic Progress” — said poor 
Americans 
usually 
take 
work 
whenever they can find it. 
It is hoped that' the welfare work 
force will use public service jobs as a 
stepping stone to private employment. 
Public jobs lapse after 12 months and 
jobholders go on reduced welfare 
benefits for eight weeks in which they 
are supposed to seek a regular job. 
If they come up empty, they are 
again eligible for a public service job. 
If one isn’t available there is a safety 
net, a guaranteed income of $4,200 for 
a family of four. 
“The safety net is critical here, ” 
says Arnold Packer, an assistant 
secretary of labor. The income net is 
especially important in areas of high 
unemployment where private jobs just 
don’t exist. 
Some poor people — “We don’t know 


how many, exactly,” says Marshall — 
will get help from state or local 
manpower officials in finding private 
employment. 
Unions will seek assurances that 
regular workers, punching the 
timeclock at prevailing wages of $4 to 
$8 an hour in some cities, will not be 
replaced by low-paid members of the 
welfare work force. 
The AFL-CIO says it will use its clout 
in Congress to defeat the low-pay 
provision and replace it with a 
prevailing-wage scale. And Jerry 
Wurf, president of the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes, says: “We stand 
together on this.” 
However, Baltimore manpower 
chief Marian Pines notes, “It would be 
next to impossible to move people out 
of public service jobs . if we paid the 
prevailing wage. And it would cost a 
fortune.” 
The manpower officials believe one 
way around the thorny wage and 
substitution questions is to have 
welfare workers divide their time 
between public service jobs and 
training or job-search programs. 
Another troublesome problem is that 
the Carter plan would phase out the 
current public service jobs, paying 
prevailing wages, established under 
Title VI of the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act. 
Mrs. Pines warns, “We’ve got big 
trouble if we lose this aid. A lot of cities 
would be totally screwed up.” 
In some troubled cities — San Jose, 
Calif., Hartford, Conn., and Newark, 
N.J., for example — one of every five 
city workers is paid with CETA 
money. New York City will count 
28,000 city-CETA workers by the end of 
this year. These workers are paid the 
prevailing wages; many do regular 
jobs and they are eligible to join a 
union. 
Some of the biggest welfare states 
actually lose money in the switch from 
Title VI to the welfare jobs program, 
and Jerry Wurf warns, “If Carter’s 
program doesn’t work in the big cities 
and the big states, it doesn’t work at 
all.” 
The nine states that lose CETA 
money in the transition are New York, 
California, 
Massachusetts, 
New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Oregon, Hawaii, 
Nevada, Alaska and the District of 
Columbia. 
Marshall is seeking an antirecession 
public service jobs program that 
would protect hardship areas in­ 
dependent of the welfare package, but 
the ultimate decision on that rests with 
the White House and Congress. 
Local manpower officials will im­ 
plement the jobs program, and they 
are worried about dozens of technical 
problem.

COVINGTON, Ky . (AP) - Atto r­ 
ney s rep resenting So u thgate, Ky ., a 
defendant in damage su its stemming 
fro m the Bev erly Hills Su p p er Clu b 
fire, hav e lau nched a legal b id to 
deto u r su its fro m federal to state 
co u rt. 
A memo filed in U.S. District Co u rt 
here Wednesday asked that mo st o f the 
33 su its seeking almo st $1.5 b illio n 
against the city in the May 28 fire that 
killed 164 p erso ns b e dismissed. 
The resu lt co u ld req u ire that su its 
filed in federal co u rt b e refiled in state 
co u rt. 
The memo co ntends that Kentu cky 
law states, regarding wro ngfu l death, 
that “the law do es no t giv e a cau se o f 
actio n 
to a 
fo reign 
perso nal 
rep resentativ e.” It refers to an 
ex ecu to r o r administrato r o f an estate 
who liv es o u tside Kentu cky . 
Disallo wing a p erso nal rep resen­ 


tativ e to b ring an actio n dates b ack to 
Lo rd Camp b ell’s Act, p assed 
b y the 
English Parliament in 1846 and later 
ado p ted into Kentu cky ’s Co nstitu tio n. 
The memo , filed b y atto rney s A.J. 
Jo lly and Alb ert Ro o t, no tes that mo st 
o f 
the 
su its 
nam e 
o u t-o f-state 
ex ecu to rs o r administrato rs. Thu s, 
they do no t q u alify to file fo r and 
co llect damages u nder the law o f 
Kentu cky . 
Acco rding to the memo , the federal 
co u rts are b o u nd b y the state co n­ 
stitu tio n to fo llo w state law in su ch 
cases. 
Jo lly said, in the memo , that 
So u thgate co u ld hav e “sat b ack and 
p ermitted these p laintiffs to b lo w in 
the wind u ntil after the statu te o f 
limitatio ns" ex p ired.

Southgate Seeks To Dismiss Suits 


COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) - Attor­ 
neys representing Southgate, Ky., a 
defendant in damage suits stemming 
from the Beverly Hills Supper Club 
fire, have launched a legal bid to 
detour suits from federal to state 
court. 
A memo filed in U.S. District Court 
here Wednesday asked that most of the 
33 suits seeking almost $1.5 billion 
against the city in the May 28 fire that 
killed 164 persons be dismissed. 
The result could require that suits 
filed in federal court be refiled in state 
court. 
The memo contends that Kentucky 
law states, regarding wrongful death, 
that “the law does not give a cause of 
action 
to 
a 
foreign 
personal 
representative.” It refers to an 
executor or administrator of an estate 
who lives outside Kentucky. 
Disallowing a personal represen­ 


tative to bring an action dates back to 
Lord Campbell’s Act, passed by the 
English Parliament in 1846 and later 
adopted into Kentucky’s Constitution. 
The memo, filed by attorneys A.J. 
Jolly and Albert Root, notes that most 
of the suits name out-of-state 
executors or administrators. Thus, 
they do not qualify to file for and 
collect damages under the law of 
Kentucky. 
According to the memo, the federal 
courts are bound by the state con­ 
stitution to follow state law in such 
cases. 
Jolly said, in the memo, that 
Southgate could have “sat back and 
permitted these plaintiffs to blow in 
the wind until after the statute of 
limitations” expired. But, he added, 
the city wants to have the other issues 
it has raised brought to a “just and 
early conclusion.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 3.75 
million acres of com in Ohio are ex­ 
pected to produce 360 million bushels 
of grain, according to the Ohio Crop 
Reporting Service. 
This would yield 96 bushels of com 
per acre, second only to 1976’s record 
yield of IQI bushels. 


LOS ANGELES (A P) - The Cin­ 
cinnati Reds’ only battle left is for 
second place in the National League 
West. 
But after coming from behind to 
defeat divison-leading Los Angeles, 9- 
8, Wednesday night, the Reds’ Pete 
Rose looked on it as something of a 
consolation, 
“ At least,” he said, “they can’t 
clinch it here against us, and that 
means something.” 
The Dodgers’ magic number for 
wrapping up the division remains at 
four after Cincinnati scored six runs in 
the last two innings to defeat Los 
Angeles ace Tommy John for the first 
time this season. 
“ Tommy John got the Dodgers 
where they are,” said Rose. “ He’s the 
most valuable pitcher on their staff, 
maybe in the league. For us to score 
nine runs off him is really something.” 
The Dodgers had a seemingly 
comfortable 8-3 lead after the seventh 
inning with Dave Lopes, Steve Garvey 
and Steve Yeager slugging home runs. 
But Cincinnati got within a run, 
scoring four times in the eighth inning, 
three of them on a home run by Cesar 
Geronimo. Ken G riffey’s two-run 
homer in the ninth was the game 
winner. 
Earlier, George Foster clouted his 
48th homer, tops in the majors. 
John started the ninth as the 


National League’s leader in earned 
run average, at 2.48. After the Reds got 
through with him, the ERA jumped to 
2.73. 
“ The ERA is the least of my 
worries,” said John, who lost to Cin­ 
cinnati for only the second time in ll 
career decisions. “ I wanted to win the 
game, but with two or three more 
starts I still got a shot at 20.” John is 
18-6.

Anderson had said a week ago that 
“ they won’t beat us in LA.” 
“ That’s some satisfaction,” he 
stressed. “ The Dodgers are a very 
competitive club, their series in the 
playoffs against Philiadelphia will be a 
good one and I rate it a tossup.” 
Garvey and B ill Russell each had 


four of Los Angeles’ 16 hits, but the 
Dodgers stranded 14 runners. Garvey 
drove in three of the Dodgers’ runs. 
The three home runs increased Los 
Angeles’ total to 173 for the year, the 
most they’ve hit in their 20 seasons in 
Southern California. 
Pedro Borbon, 9-4, the third of four 
Cincinnati pitchers, earned the victory 
and Dale Murray, who pitched out of a 
ninth inning jam earned his fourth 
save.

Solar Energy Products 


The formation of a Solar Energy 
Products Group within Owens-Illinois, 
Inc., has been announced by Edwin D. 
Dodd, chairman and chid executive 
officer. 
Dodd said that the organizational 
move represents an important step 
toward full commercialization of the 
company’s Sunpak solar energy 
collector and perhaps other solar 
energy products. 
The Sunpak collector, which uses an 
array of specially-designed glass tubes 
to convert sunlight into useful energy,

development program. 
O-I's Corporate Technology Group, 
which developed the Sunpak collector 
and has been responsible for the solar 
energy program thus far, will continue 
to provide technical support during the 
transition into the new organization.

Davies joined Owens-Illinois in 1976 as 
general manager of electro-optical 
business operations, and since April I, 
1977, also has served as a corporate 
consultant, with responsibility for 
assisting the corporate planning 
department in the company’s strategic 
planning process.
